District Attorney Jerome's Sarcasms 
on Knighthood Picture— Pris- 
oner Left Despondent 



New York, April 10. — Harry Kondall 
Tliaw's fate Is in tUo hands of tho 
Jury. The trial, which has been in 
progress "^Inco January 23rfl camo to 
this stage at 5:17 o'cloclt tills after- 
noon, when tho twelve inon who arci 
to pass upon tho guilt or iiinotonco of 
Stanford AVhlto's slayer rotlroil to do- 
lil5orato upon tiio verdict. Tlie gon- 
oral impression prevailed thou tliat ii. 
decision would Ijo reached ))cCore 
morning. 

After considerinB- the case for an 
hour and a half, tho jury was talcon 
to tho 13roadway Central hotel for 
dinner. In the nieautlnie, Justice 
FitEgorald adjourned court until 9 
o'cloclt. He did not, then indicate how 
lato ho -would remain^ at tho court 
house. . ' ' ■ 

In tlie life of Harry ThUw this day 
will go down -as .the most- trying ho 
has over experienced. From the open- 
ing of court until the jury retired, 
tho fates do;ilt unmercifully with him. 
In tho district attorney's final argu- 
ment and throughoiit the Judge's 
charge. Thaw had to listen to a 
scathing attack upon his wild life, and 
to a narrative of hard facts which 
stripped his deeds of the-' halo . ...of 
cliivalrlc glory which his 'own- attorr 
noy placed over them. 

Tho judge's charge, lasting over an 
hour, was a careful and concise out- 
line of the law, and Informed tho jury 
of its right of. renderlngr any one of 
tlio following vprdlotss Murder, In the 
first degree; murder In the second de- 
gree; manslaughter in the first de- 
gree; or not guilty on tho ground of 
insanity. Tho statute governing tho 
pica of Insanity was defined clearly, 
much stress being laid on tho. fact that 
an irresistible dcislre to kill has no 
place in tlio law. 

Tho Judge also Informed the jury 
that an illusion, vinlc.ss the illusion 
nil.iTht result in tho injury of the man 
'.sul'fering it, could not bo accciJtod as 
an o.\cu!ic. Altogetlior tlic charge, 
while it consisted principally of a 
complete explanation of tho law. was 
.considered by those who have followed 
tho trial adverse tb the defendant. 
This fact waa indicated by exceptions 
which tho attorneys for. tho dofehdant 
took because the judge failed tb in- 
clude any of tiieir prayers. Thaw was 
very much depressed by tho judge's 
words, and could not .suppress his 
feelings, lie left the court room de- 
jected anil witli nppareiUly Httlo liO])o 
left for an aequiLUil. 

'Pile district attorney's suinming up 
evnlii'd m;iny eoniin(!nts of praise from 
th(i.«'; who lu^iird it. It \v;.ts (i, com- 
preliensive, loKlcal and forceful re- 
view of ;\11 tile evidence adduced, de- 
void of flowery plirasi;olnnv. His 
arguments wore consistent with tho 
testimony. Ho declared at the start 
that romance and . sehtlment did not 
enter into the Issue, because It, was 
not a question of Stanford White's 
character or Evelyn' Thaw's suffer- 
ings. It was a plaaln matter-of-fact 
homicide. "A common, cowardly 
'J'eiiderloin murder," lie termed it. 

Tlio novel plea of "dementia Am- 
orleaiia" made b.v Attorney Deinias 
at the ver.v close of his argmnent, was 
veh(.'nientl.v attacked liy the district 
attorney, and lie repeatodl.v referred 
to It in tones of .sarcasm. 

Mr. Jerome dealt witlieringly with 
Evelyn Thaw, to wiiom ho rcfeiTed as 
tlie "angel child." Thaw, he termed 
alternately "St GeorgO" and "Sir 
Galahad." 

After the case had been given to 
the Jury, Mr. Jerome's attention was 
called to the notorious state of the 
defendant's mind. Discussing the sub- 
ject with a number of friends, tho 
district attf»rney said, referring to 
Thaw, "the poor fellow thought the 
judge would simiily tell the Jury to 
let St. Goorge, this Sir (lalahad busi- 
ness go, and that'.s all tliero would lie 
lo i(. Xi)w, I understand, lie Is sit- 
ting in liis cell, all in a nn'ss, his 
head Ijowed; worrying about the out- 
eoiiie. I'm reall>- surry for him, but 
more sorr.y fur his mother." 

The Tiiiiws remained in tlie court 
house for a siiort \vliii<> after the Jury 
had retired, and tlion tlio family, with 
tho exception of Evelyn, returned to 
tiielr hotel for dinner. The young 
wife remained and had dinner withj 
Attorney O'KolIly at a restaurant. Tlii>' 
otliers returned .shortly after eight 
o'clock a.nd went to llie Tondis' wait- 
ing room. 

The jury returned to tho court house 



from dinner at 8: S3 p. m., and immo- 
diatoly wont to the consultation room, 
Whoro they continued tiic discussion. 

When it bocanio apparent that there 
was no possibility of a decision bein 
reached by !) p. in., Justice Filzgerald 
went homo and left word that he 
would return, whonovex" the jury do 
sired him. • / 

Tho court room was' emptied and 
tile doors were locked. . As tithe. Wore 
on the crowd awaiting '-.the ■ verdict 
grew smaller and smaller.' At last the 
court liou'so ciirridors wore ull but de- 
sert(.'d, only tlie newspaper v/rlters re- 
maining. Mrs. AVni. Thaw grew weary 
of tlio long vigil, and went back to 
her aiiartment in an uptown iiottd. 
Evelyn Tliaw remained at the court 
hou.se ready to be by her husljand's 
side whenever a verdict was rendered. 
By 10 o'clock the environs of the 
court house, wliich wore crowded dur- 
ing., the. afternoon, ouW,pre.v entirely , dor 
iserted.. Tlie ' pdllde^,ejlVt^tatldned "^ ^at, 
the > various entraiiiiosi'to the tiuUdlrig 
had nothing to do. 

It seemed to be tl)Q general impres- 
sion everywhere that there wa's no 
possibility of a verdlOt ibofpre tomor- 
row morning, if ^then;;:; The .Countess 
of Yarmouth arid Mrs. Edward Thaw 
left tho court.s building soon after 
.Mrs. AVm. Thaw had made her way up 
town. At 10:30 p. m.. Thaw was in 
the prisoner's pon on tlie .second floor 
of the court house \vltli Ills wife, Jlrs. 
George L. C^arnegie, his sister, I\Ir. 
(^•irni.\t;le, .Tosiali Tliaw ami some of 
ills counsel. Tliav/ was said at that 
tiino to liave entirely - recovered from 
tlie depression of the afternoon and 
was tho most elieorful and hopeful 
member of his party. 

Thaw's family >vo;'e fearful lest 
Justice Fitzgeraid.'s charge-.; to the. Jury 
mlgljt bring, a verdlpt.oCvpno of the 
lesser degrees ' of • inurder ' or man- 
slaughter. 

Tluiw was much amused when ho 
read in a lato edition of ono of tho 
afternoon papers that upon leaving 
the court room he fell fainting upon 
thei floor. a' ''V ■

Premier Announces Policy 
cided Upon by the Gov- 
ernment

Legislation to ^e^lhtrocluoed at Next 
Year's Se8sion'~Will Work 
Against Ore Exportation 



An announcement of vital Import- 
ance was made by Premier* McBrldo 
just before the adjournment of yes- 
terday afternoon's sitting of the pro- 
vincial legislature. He stated in 
effect, tluit it was the intention of the 
government at tho next session to in- 
troduce legislation relating to the iron 
ores of tile iirovince of a much simi- 
lar character to tiiat in operation now 
in respect to timber. A tax would 
bo imposed on ores mined in BritLsh 
Columbia and a heavy bounty, the lat- 
ter practically eciualiing the amount 
originally levied, would be offered for 
Iron ore smelted within tHe borders 
of tlie province. 

. In hiaklng this statement the prem- 
lar.,exp.lained that, he consldered .lt his 
place to do so as at the present, time 
because understood .that several 
parties -from outside points . had . se- 
cured large iron deposits on this side 
.of the line and contemplated making 
extensive Investments with a view to 
taking the ore olsowhero for treat- 
ment. It was his oiiinlon, as well as 
that of his colleagues, that it was only 
duo those who had sucli an idea in 
mind to inform them that it was not 
tlio Intention of the administration 
to contlmuo In Its present attitude 
towards tho iron Industry of British 
Columbia. lie felt confident that the 
step wlilch it was proposed to take 
would result In the upbuilding of the 
industry, would bring, about the open- 
ing up of tho country's resources and 
tho expansion of -local, trade along that 
lino to a large extent.- 

The measure w^iohitho government, 
through Premier McBrlde, has enun- 
ciated in respect to the Iron ore, as 
may easily be perceived. Is aimed at 
the prohibition of the exportation of 
the mineral to the other side for 
smelting. Under the system in vogue 
the ore may bo taken to the American 
side and liandlcd by the large plants 
located there, as a re.sull of which 
British Co!uml)la receives comiiara- 
tlvel.v little benefit from one of her 
own resources, a source of wealth 
which, it is considered, should lie con- 
fined as mucli as possible to the prov- 
ince producing It. I-Ience tho pro- 
posed enactment. It Is believed that 
in operation it will act much the same 
towards the' iron deposits as- a Similar 
measure has done , towards the tlm- 
lier. By confining the smelting 'td 
British Columbia it will make those 
who wish to develoii, to exploit re- 
sinirce, establish their plants within 
the confines of the province and .spend 
the money necessary in erecting and 
efjuipping .such factories as would be 
reipiired, in tills country, liosldos em- 
ploying local men in tlie works, and 
in lirief, making all outlays in the 
section from which tho raw material 
Is obtained.

Interim treasurer of tho Presby- 
terian church' In Canada, has received 
a letter from Dr. McOillvrny, Sliang- 
liai, regarding tho Clilneso famine, in 
which he says: 

"Jilany tlianks for tho enclosure for 
tamlne'rollef. I at once forwarded It 
to tho committee hero, who are co- 
oiioratlng with tho missionaries In the 
stricken area. 

"Reports are not exaggerated, thov- 
sands must die In any case. We great- 
ly fear tho missionaries will not stand 
tho strain much longer. It Is too ter- 
rible to listen to the cries of the starv- 
ing, which night and day aro ringing 
in their ears. Tliey need our prayer.s 
as miicli as the Chinese." 

In all $2,r)3r).7:i has been forwarded 
through the Presbyterian offices to- 
ward the relief of tlio famine sufferers. 
As yet no direct appeal has been made. 
Tho money Is disbursed hv Uie. mis- 
sionaries In tlie field.

London, April 10. — Dr. ICennard, 
commissioner, of, tho Society of 
friends, who was sent to- investigate' 
the Ru'sslan famine, writing from 
Samara on April 3rd. says: 

"There aro twenty million people 
distributed in tho southeastern pro- 
vinces of Russia wlio cannot live to 
see another harvest without aid." 

In Samara, lie adds, tliousands aro 
dying, and 750,000 aro starving. Of 
tho latter only 372,000 aro getting re- 
lief, ono meal in twonty-four hours. 
As a meal Is only two pounds of 
broad and a bowl of soup, tills, accord- 
ing to tho commissioner, means dy- 
ing by degrees. Even this meagro 
dole. In countless instances, is divid- 
ed among many,- mouths. There are 
only sufficient funds on hand to last' 
until May first, . whereas money will 
be needed until the- end of July, when 
tho harvest will bring relief. 

Tho commissioner especially ap- 
peals for canned milk. He says there 
are three hundred thousand children 
in Samara province who have no milk, 
and who are forced to cat coarse bread 
made of acorns, powdered wood and 
cucumbers, resulting in thou'snnds of 
deaths and mucli disease. 

In conclusion tho commissioner ap- 
peals to tho Anglo-Saxons for $2,250,- 
000 to save twenty millions of human 
beings, who are dying ■ lingering

He went on to hi)eak 
of what had been done in C,'..;i ;.i;no 
and Cape Scott by the seltl.Ms of 
those districts. They h.ad hewn for 
themselves homes and ot the forests, 
persisting in their endeavors against 
hardshiijs until ...ey had triumplied. 
The Estimates. 
I^ooklng at the estimates he wanted 
to know how the figures hail been 
reaeliocl. He noted that there was 
a dUfereac.-, of sniiie ^lO.OOO lietweeii 
that allowed .Alberni and Comox. It 
was true that tlie latter illstrli-t iiad 
a little larger populalioii but it vv'as 
to be remenibored that Alberni pos- 
se.saeil two hundred and forty-two 
miles of road and some ninety-six 
miles of trail to keei) in reiiair. lie 
wished to draw the atteiilion of the 
administration especially to the fact 
the district particularly reriuired 
transportation faoilittes.

He 
uiider.'Uood that it was dimbtful 
whether the money needed for this 
pur|)ose would be forthcoming this 
year. 

In Clayoquot. 

In Clayoquot tho roads and trails 
and, ill I'act, all means of tcnnsijorta- 
tiun was iioDi-.

Ho drew attention to the extent of tho 
di.slriet and Its many and varied re- 
ciulremonts. 

Disposition of Surplus 

Kclerrlng to the remark made by 
the Premier to tlie elTeel that only 
.$100,000 of the .f.'tOO.OOO surplus had 
been expended, ho wauled to know 
v.'hy tho legislature had not been per- 
mitted to say something as to how 
the latter ainuiint slunilil bo utili/.eil. 
Ho was of the opinion that the 
$:'00,000 remaining should be dealt 
Willi as the other funds ot tho prov- 
ince. He deprecated the systi'in which 
allowed large sections of land to be 
granted absentee land-owners. Ho 
claimed that large iiroportles In many 
liiHtauee.s were held by men who had 
never seen their holdings. Such a 
thing without a doubt retardini prog- 
ress lo an appreciable degree. 

11:^ siij)porti:-d the lionorablo inend)Cr 
for Delt.-i ill his ;uiiendiiieiit . believing 
that he had given tlie malter much 
consideration, and that his judgment 
might be depended upon. 

A 'Bioh District 
In conclusion ; Mr. Brewster reiterat- 
ed that Alberni was one of the richest 
districts o? British Columbia and that 
he extremely regretted the small 
amount which it was proiioscd to 
allow for public works .and the main- 
tenance of those In existence in his 
constituency. He deprecated tlie 
amendmiMits which had been intro- 
duced to the As.-iessmeiit .\ct. He sin- 
cerely hoped, in snmniing up, that 
something in the nature of a suiiiile- 
nientary estimate, providing a more 
substantial sum. for the district of Al- 
berni, would be!' submitted to the 
House. 

Member for Esqulmalt 

Mr. Jardlnc contended that the sum 
set aside for tho district of lisquiimUt 
was absolutely inudeciuatc. He said 
that the roads in that section were in 
worse condition than was the ease 
twelve years ago. In ids opinion his 
section liad not been receiving any- 
thing like its due proportion of tho 
exiiendituro of the province, when its 
contribution to the treasury was con- 
sidered. He claimed that the poten- 
tialUies of*the district were great. Tlic 
amounts whicii had been received by 
Kstiuimall for the past several years 
were (luoted, and a comparison drawn 
with the amounts expended in neigh- 
boring sections. Ho asserted that the 
outlay was not sulllelent for rerpiire- 
ments; liidei.-d, he wished to say that 
tho treatment wa.--! most unfair. He 
Claimed that the cost of maintaining 
roads had increased to a largo extent 
(luring the past year, because of the 
augmentation, of tralllc with the 
growth of tho district? In population 
and In it^ Industries. ■ He said ttiat 
the roads In ^the, neighborhood; of Sooko 
were especially In need of attention. 
He had arranged an Interview with 
the Flnanoe Minister on this,, matter, 
and he hopcd^tliat when • he asked for 
a further appropriation, the facts 
which ho had laid down would be re- 
membered. 

Championed Victoria 

He spoke of the necessity of a uni- 
versity in Victoria, .and oliampioneil 
the e'laini of Victoria as a site for 
sueli an Inst Itut Inii, He was of the 
opinion that if an iimnigratlon poliey 
were carried out iiilolUgenlly it would 
result 111 great good to the province; 
but he olijected lo the employment of 
the Salvation Army. While he bore 
no ill-will towards that or any other 
philanthropic organlisatlon, ln' thought 
thai it would result In bringing to 
British Columbia "people whose better 
auallties might be sapped 'by wicked 
propensities." 

Concluding, Mr. Jardlne appealed to 
the government for further considera- 
tion In the distribution of the esti- 
mates. He had pleasure lA endorsing 
the amendment Introduced by the 
honorable member for Delta. (Ap- 
plause). 

Mr. Macgowan 

Jlr. .Vlacgowan congratulated tho 
Speaker on his attaining the position 
to which ho had been elected. 

WhUe Vancouvor had not been able 
to present a ,co'jlectIoh« of magnificent 
fruit to the House," he wished to say 
that tho Terminal City had provided a 
finance minister of whom she was 
proud, and he in turn had produced 
three successive surpluses. (Applause). 

University for Vancouver 
He was eontid'ent that \'aiic(Uiver 
would be given the university.

Distribution of Funds

In refereiiee to taxation ho was of 
tlie opinion that the personal property 
tax should be r.Mluced. lu fact he 
thoiiglit it should 1)0 willed mil alto- 
gether and an increase made in the 
iiieonie tax. Me would woi-k on the 
principle 'Troni him that hath sliall it 
be, taken." He congratulated the gov- 
criiiuent 011 the ri'duction made In 
taxation, real and jiersoual, and was 
also gUul to see that the commercial 
travelers' lax had been aliollshed. He 
h/d never believed that It would oper- 
ate suc'cossfully. 

in regard to the timber law, he 
thought tlic time had come for some 
changes 111 tho policy of the adminis- 
tration. Ho thoiight that the appli- 
cants for lands inlght be given 11 jier- 
manent hold on the property which 
they acquired. Such a .system ho 
believed would work benefiolally be- 
cause It would give the jieoole a per- 
manent interest in tlie timber. He 
was not going to say anything about 
the iires'Mit method. But thore wun 
111) doubt that considerable sjioeiila- 
llon was in progress at the [iresent 
time. 

Kutcrrlng to- the school • ayslcni lie 



made^'an'.appSal for an increase In 
teachers'-!' salaries. In his. opinion 
their' vvorlt was the most Important 
and "there was no doubt that they 
were inoro jioorly paid than any oth- 
er class. He also favored tho pro- 
curing, if possible, of cheap or free 
books and would support any measure 
Introduced with ■ that object in view. 

Higher ' Education. 

In speaking ot higher education he 
said that at the present time for tho 
most part members, of, the middle 
classes took advantage-!, ofl.nnlversity 
education. They pr6ducea.^.the' brains 
of the ago. The introduction of such 
an Institution In this province" would 
enable thousands of people to procure 
tho higher education. For that rea- 
.son he was in hearty accord with the 
government's proposal. , • ■ 

Civil Servant Bill. 

He sjiokc ra\-orably of the efforts to 
stimulate the ciiltlv.atlon of the ag- 
rlcullural Industry of the iirovlnee. 
Me also was, of the opinion that a 
civil service bill- should bo introduced 
putting the salartes, on a proper, ba- 
sis and embracing the system of su- 
i)crannuation. He would support also 
the Introduction of a Municipal act 
such as was enjoyed by tho "province 
of (Ontario, wliicli made it necessary 
that an.v towns should have lo be 
orgaiii/.ed under a iirivate act of iu- 
eorporatlfiu. Thi.s would do away 
with the difficulties which were met 
with by tho municipal committee at 
the present time. . 

Wished Premier Success. 

He was sure that all members of 
tho house were" united In the desire 
that the mission to London on which 
Premier McBride would leave in the 
morning should prove successful and 
i)i!it British - Columbia should, as a 
result, bo granted better terms. (Ap- 
plau.sc). 

The Simllkameen. 
Mr. Shatford, having been elected 
by ono of the most Important districts 
of the province, wished to make Just 
a few remarks. He congrntulated the 
.sjieaker on his apiiointment and the 
finance minister on the exceedingly 
satisfactory stiitefnent submitted lo 
the liouse. .Since the iiresiMit govern- 
iiie'iit had taken control surpluses had 
siipercedi-il deficits.

The Estimates. 

In regard to the estimates he 
wished to concede that his constitu- 
ency had been treated proportionately 
fair.

Timber Royalties Increased 

The attorney general presented a 
mesaago from tho lieutenant governor, 
In tho form of a bill "To amend tho 
Land Act." This provides for an In- 
crea.so in the royalties accruing to the 
government from tho timber cut with- 
in tiie province from 00 cents to 75 
cents per thousand. It also makes a 
aiimber of changes, of minor Import- 
taiico, in the methods of staking and 
applying for ,,pr6-:emptlons, purchases 
or leases of lands. .Thefmost import- 
taut provisions of the measure read 
as follows: 

Section 58 of said chapter 113, as it 
appears In the revised statutes, 1897, 
Is hereby repealed, and the following 
is substituted therefor: 

"5S. (1) There is reserved to and 
for tlio use ot His Majesty, his heirs 
and successors, a royalty of seventy- 
five cents for every thousand feet, 
board measure, upon und in respect 
of all timber suitable for spars, piles, 
saw logs, or railroad ties, props for 
mining punioses, sliinglo or other bolts 
of cedar, fir or spruce, and a royalty 
of twenty-five cents for every cord of 
other wood, cut upon crown lands, pat- 
ented lands, timber, leaseholds, or 
timber limits, and upon any lands 
hereafter granted. Piles shall bo 
measured by the running foot, and 
railway ties and props shiill be meas- 
ured bv the cord! and for the pur-| 
|)ose oi' this act two hundred running | 
feet of lilies, or one cord of ties or 
props, shall bo taken respectively as 
eiiual to one thousand feet board 
measure." 

The measure was referred to a eom- 
niltteo of tho whole with Price Kllisoii 
in the chair. It was reported on and 
carried. Having been read a first 
time It was placed on the order paper 
for second reading at the next sit- 
ting.

Tiicre is no question a.s 
to tho value of game as an asset to 
this province. S "VSTe -have not: yeti begun 
to realize what it l.s worth. In New 
Brunswick great attention lias been 
paid to this suliject by llie govern- 
ment and the result is scon in tho cir- 
culation of a very large sum of m'oney 
every year by sportsmen, who come 
from all parts of the world to hunt 
tliere. Interesting as are tlio forests of 
tile eastern pro\inee in tliis respoet, 
tliey are nut to be compared with ours, 
. cjid -we may conlidontiy I'ockon upon 
an expenditure aggregating niiany hun- 
^dreds of thousands 'of - dollars here 
every year, after a sliort lime, if we 
preserve our game. Wo arc it;del)tod 
to the Kamloops Standard for tho fol- 
lowing cxtraicts from a paper, read at 
the'' riieotihg ''of the ' League of' ■ Amerl - 
can Sportsmen by Edward Tlnsley, 
game warden oC Ontario. There may 
be differences of opinion In regard to 
the details Of game > protection but the 
principle involved^ must commend It- 
self to every one. 

"While there is no law to prevent 
rich men from actiuiring largo tracts

trespass notices, and by so doing wc^ 
will succeed in liuildlng up a tl:insor- 
ous menace to our countrii's that will 
have disastrous and lasting results. 
The great throbbing- mass of Iiumanity 
requires a safety valve- and If wo fall 
to protect the one Nnturo lias provided, 
and keep it in good order, trouble will 
follow, and boiler explosion will occur 
when least expected . .

FROM HAND TO MOUTH. 

Sir Wiiiiani Lyno, of Australia, has 
been telling tiie people of England that 
tiiey are living from hand to mouth, 
.and tliat only the adoption of prefer- 
ential trade with the outlying parts of 
the Empire will save them. Spectac- 
ular statements of this Icind attract 
great attention, but they really do not 
moan anything. The whole world is 
praetieally living from hand to luoulli 
If one sliould taiio tho trouble to make 
an estlinalo of tho 'amount of food 
products available for the use of man- 
kind tho result woiild bo startling. A 
writer on economic subjects did tills 
some years ago, and the conditions 
wliich were tiicroby disclosed were 
.'iniazing. If tliore should be one bad 
harvest tlio world over the oonse- 
(|uenoes> would"- be appalling. Reflect 
for a moment upon what Is taking 
jilaco in China and parts of Russia/ 
today, and try, if y(-iu can, to imagine 
wiiat things would be like if there was 
a. shortage of food everywhere. Un^ 
doubtedly England is living from hand 
to mouth, and undoulitedly improved 
liscal relations with llie colonics would 
be an excellent tiling, but there Is no 
particular- necessity .of getting into a 
panic over the matter:' As long as 
Urilain !s .Ali.stross of tho Seas, and 
has a pli^thoric bani{ account there Is 
very little danger of lior people suf- 
fering for the norossarlos of life. The 
Colonist does not take very kindly, 
as Its readers know, to the manner In 
which advice Is thrust upon us by our 
kinsfolk across the Atlantic, but It is 
not one of those i)apers, wlio .see notli- 
ing but blue ruin threatening tho 
Mother Land, unless somo particular 
system of collecting a revenue Is 
adopted. Tt. has its own prefcronees 
and its fovu oi)inlons as to wiiat would 
bo best for tho British government to 
do in such matters, but it recognizes 
that tlio people of Kngiand know what 
they want much better than any one 
else can, and "it has an abounding 
faith in their good sense. Therefore 
it is not alarniod because Sir A\'illi;im 
I-iyne has found out one of the funda- 
mental facts in political economy, and 
has been able to attract public at- 
tention to his newly acquired knowl- 
edge.

The Tribune, a London" paper conduct 
ort, so it Is said, on strictly up-to-date 
lines, says tliat tho assomliied Colon- 
ial Premiers will probalily iiass a ro.'-o- 
lutloti fu\-oi'inK Homo Rule for Ireland 
and that it will bo promptly aolod up 
on. The groLesqueness of the spectacle 
presented by a number of. gentlemen 
from tho colonial dominions of His 
iMaJesty undertaking to settle a ques- 
tion c.' peoullarly domestic importance 
in tlic United Kingdom does not Boom 
to have occurred to the London paper. 

Then the Suffragettes, the Socialists 
and all the rag-tag and bob-tall of 
cranks and faddists see In liio advonl 
of tliese statesmen from over the seas 
an opportunity to advance some of the 
special notions In which they Indulge. 
Those of tiie unhappy premiers, who 
nro already on the scene, have been 
swamped by Invitations to address this 
that and the other co'.iventlon on nl- 
'most every Imaginable subject. Evi- 
dently these colonial fellows are re- 
garded as great drawing cards. Doubt-

I"hi' D'oniiiion govornmeni nilgl/l do 
i;ro:'.t (lo:il wiirs..- than l:il;o Into very 
s.-rious oonskleralion tho suggestion of 
Senator Macdonald that tho admlnis 
tration of tho Yukon shall bo handed 
over to Britisli Cohunliia. Tho most 
frii'iidly critics nf the ^.'ovornniont o; 
not congratuhilo it upon llie manner in 
which tho affairs of that territory 
have been administered. Since Mr. 
Senator Ross was compelled iiy tiu 
failure of his health to resign the com- 
mlsslonership things have been man- 
aged badly. We feel it .due to that 
gentleman to say that tho manner In 
which lie discharged his duties called 
ijorlh many deserved expressions of 
warm niiprnv.-i 1. Ho sooniod to i)ns<:oss 
tho poouliiir aliilitirs ri'i|iiisil" in suoli 
a position, in most of wliicli his suc- 
cessors have been, conspicuously lack- 
ing. Ho cotnblned the suavltcr In 
ni'ido Willi the fortilor in ro to a do- 
y,vcc. wliieh f;ills to Iho lol of few m.'li, 
and the illness, which incapacitated 
him trom further service in that office 
was an unfortunate thing for tho 
Yulvon. There aro really no serious 
(liriieultli!S in the way of administering 
tlio affairs of llie territory from Vle- 
toiia, and it might bo found hl.t,'hly 
desirable to attach the whole region 
permanently^ to British Columbia. A 
la!rgo part of 'its "most valtiable area 
adjoins the British Cniunibia boundary 
and can bo Ijest developed from this 
province as a base. Tlie country in 
wiilch tho Pelly and tho Liard rivers 
li.ive their source Is undoubtedly one 
of very groat promise, and it can lie 
rcacliod by way of British Cohniiljia 
bettor than in any other way. The 
poi)iilatlon of Iho territory is likely for 
some years to come to bo not very 
great, hardly sufficiently so to war- 



A CI^ITICAL CASE. 

It Is alleged th;it tliore has 1-jeoii a 
lockout at llie coal mino.s at Tabor, 
Alberta, and thai the IX-partmont of 
Labor does not propose to enforce the 
new Industrial Disputes Investigation 
Act against tho operators. That law 
provides that an employer deoiarln.g or 
causing a loi-.kout (■(nilrary to tlU' pro- 
visions of tlio Act, that Is to say 
without thirty 'days' notice, shall" be 
liable to a fine of not loss than one 
hundred dollars nor more tliaii one 
thousand dollars for e;icli da.v or jinrt 
of a day during whieii sueli lool;oul 
continues. It Is al"loged that Ihoro has 
been a locliout at Taber and that in 
consequence of tlio- refusal of the' De- 
partment to prnsocuto, the coal min- 
ers at the Crow's Nest mines propose 
to go out on strike. 

The Colonist is not in possession of 
sufficient . Information to enable it to 
speak definitely as to what has occur- 
red at Tabor, and it Is loth to boUovo 
that, if Ihoro has bfon an illr!,';il l.iek- 
out there, the Department has declined 
to interfere. Wo greatly hope tliat 
this Is not tho case, but fear that there 
must be some Irutli In tlio report, see- 
ing that the ("row's Xi'St minors are In- 
I'llned to ;iot upon it. Tin- ."^oLson 
Ni'ws. a strong ;oiiipoi-ler of tho Tlo- 
niinlon govormuenlj thinks liiat the re- 
port must bo well-founded and prop- 
erly regards the situation thereby cre- 
ated as oxlrrmoly serious, booauso if 
Lhor,. is KDiiig to Iji- discrimin.-ition in 
f;ivor of employers under tiie now law, 
the Act may as well bo repealed b.\- 
Parllamcnt before prorogation. 

It is no oxtiggeration to say that the 
i|in'stiou r.'iisod in tliis ease is a critical 
one. A law is of no value unless it Is im- 
partially administered. In Such a oaso 
it will do more harm than good. If iho 
impression lioonmos general that there 
is one intcrprota I ion of Ihc liiw in Can- 
ada for the eniiiloyer and another for 
tlio employee, an exceedingly serious 
condition of things will bo created. 
Hitherto Sir. Mackoii:d'> Kini,-, who has 
had tile scttlomoiit of laljor di.'--|inl<s 
largely In his ha'iids, lias slio-,vii sucli 
exoellonl jii(l.L,'nion t llial wo .-ii-e sl.iw 
to reach tin; conclusion that lie has 
made such a grievous error as to ex- 
tend leniency to tho mine owners at 
T.'ibi.-r, if thoy liave lirought th(!msolv,^s 
within tlie oiioration of (ho innv slat- 
ate. Moreover we do not caro to say 
anything that will oroato unnecessary 
fooling upon the part of the omployee 
class. Therefore for tin; in-esenl wo 
shall pro:-iorve in Ibis matter an atti- 
tude nf .suspended jiKlgnionl, and nd- 
visc others to do the same. 

,Slnco the aljovt' w.is In tyjio a tele- 
gram has been roeolvod saying that Iho 
mine owners at Taber liad asked tho 
Department to Intorvenc. This Is in 
line with what Is said above as to the 
possibility of tho facts being other- 
wise than as rcprcsenled.

Gustave Gervals of White Horse, 
who is In^-tho city en route to Ottawa 
for the purpose ., Qf .:',compleblhfr" the 
classinoatlon andlidrrangement of his 
collection of Yukon 'flora,' told a Colo- 
nist reporter yesterday, that it is his 
intention to place ' the collection on 
exhibition here on his return to this 
city about the end of May. It Avas 
oxhlbltea iB White H^irse before Mr. 
Geryals left. 

The collection ' cinbraces about 1500 
varieties of plants and is an eye- 
opener to one who lia.s the precon- 
ceived Idea that the Yulton is but a 
wilderness of snow and ice. Looking 
over- tho specimens, one flnds a pro- 
fusion of grasses and flowQrlng plants, 
many of the latter being p'fi such deli- 
cate hues' as to force '.the''?bellof that 
naturd. „l!ai^.;i^dpp.je.',i;h.eij, JJWt to clothe 
the nakedne^'' pf th'e 'north' In 'gar- 
ments of loveliness. 

The cnllootion ' of gra.sses is simply 
amazing, both in the variety of forms 
and in tho ovident 'luxurianco of thel! 
gi-owtli. Clovers, too, are there, and 
sonic of the wiilto varieties show a 
len(jili of .stem and hardiness of 
Rrnwtli unexcelled even in pouthorn 
lieUls devoted to their cultivation, 
Many striking-ly beautiful mosses aro 
al.so shown, and Mr. Gervals says that 
lie has been told his collection of 
Iheso lower orders of plant life is one 
of the best In Canada. Tlie timber oC 
the country has not been forgotten, 
and the collection contains leaves, buds 
and barks of the various trees grow- 
,lne In the White Horse district. 

Probably that which strikes one 
most forcibly In , tookiqg. over the 
sheets of thi> collection is the enor- 
mous expenditure of time, labor and 
patience Which It' represents, for it was 
not made In a day,, or In a month,, or 
in a summer.- Neither frfre the speci- 
mens which "comprise it gathered in 
;one small' section'- of country. Mnny 
hundreds of mires''has Gustave Gervals 
traveled, through ,thd .wilderness ot the 
Yukon, and many loilg months has he 
.'^pent In the vlalley and^ mountain 
range gatheWng the material which ho 
Is now ^taking J to Ottawa to have 
classlfled- and -arranged. For ho Is no 
coljege-itralned botanist, this pros- 
pector of the iiorth, and very probably 
would not»know a fibro-vascular bun- 
dle i from an. elevator shaft. lie is a 
liian ',of outdoors, . one of tho pioneers 
^ni, the Skirmish line of science, ad- 
'vahctng the frontier of knowledso into 
tiie^new regions and leaving the cata- 
loguing and the minutiae of structural 
botany -to the denizens of the labora- 
tories.'.

Charles Boyle, who left Dawson on 
December Bth last to go East, where 
he has spent the winter, was a pass 
engor North. Ho has had charge of 
the Boylo intereslH in the Boylo con 
cessUm on tho KluiuUko Vallt'V oppo 
.■^ite tlio mouth ul' Hear Creek, whur 
the CanadiiUi-Kloiidike IMinhit? coni- 
puny are carrying on dredging opera- 
tions. Mr. Boylo will resume work in 
the same capacity as soon ^as the 
creeks are tree of Ice. 

There "ill be an immense lot of 
work carried on In tho North this 
year," .said Mr. IIonIc. '-I'^vo dredges 
will bo in iipeiatiou on llie l!onanza. 
Three of these are owned by the Gug 
genh'eims, the -others being' those of 
the Lewes River Dredging and Mining 
and the Bonanza Basin Mining com- 
panies. 

'J'lio Ouirgenlii'lms are preparing Cor 
a tremendous ;iiiiount of ',lr(>dKlng and 
liyiil'aulle ■\vorlc. Amonj; ihe nii>!'e 
Important of their undertakings will 
be the three dredges they are install 
Ing on Forty-Mile river.

In reply to a question regarding llie 
output of the different dredge.s of 
wlilch he hail spoken, .Mr. Boyle said 
it would be rather hard to form an 
estinlate. As to the amount of gold 
being taken out of the Boyle conces- 
sion, he did not care to give anything 
for publication, altliough he said It 
was very rich ground. Tho Canadian- 
Kiondiko Mining company had em- 
ployed about 50 men la.st season, GO 
cents an hour being the going wage 
for laborers. 

"There will no doubt also be a large 
tourist trafllc to Duwson this year," 
ho resumed, "as it is rapidly becom- 
ing tlio favorite rendezvous in tlie 
North for travelers during the smn- 
nier montlis. At present the popula- 
talon of Dawson Is between four and 
(Ivo t;housand. Practically all the 
valley's ' throughout the Yukon are 
capable of producing anything that 
can bo grown on good farm land, and 
every year more - and more i.l'ot, the 
country's population arc turtilng to 
agricultural pursuits, ft may be news 
to some who are unfnmilifir v.-iih our 
part' of Canada, to learn that we 
raise the best cabbage, cauliflower 
and celery in the world.- Snough vege- 
tables are grown to supply the entire 
population of tho Yukon." 

Jfr. Boyle, who had not been snutli 
for six years before Ik; left IjikI Dij- 
cember .visited his former home in 
Woodstoclt, Ont, while east and re- 
ports that that city has grown sur- 
prisingly during his stay in the gold 
country.

NOW ON EXRIRITION 

Another Step Towards the Com- 
mencement of Work on 
Rockland Avenuel 



The- planaraiid'sfiBbifiieatloha' to^^^ 
proposed ' improvements to bo. carried 

out on Rockland avenue and Richard- 
son street on tlio local linprovoinent 
plan, havo been laid on the desk in 
tho assessor's .off fjce .at the city .hall. 
According to the law, these pians 
Inivo to bo exhibited in a iiublic place 
for fifteen days, so tluit tUey may bo 
fully examined by iUl interested, dur 
ing these fifteen days the city assessor 
will be ojien to receive any eomidalnts 
as regards as.sessment or any other 
matter, but once this time lias ex- 
pired tho pitms will be confirmed, and 
tiftor that all objection will bo useless. 
The v/orlc will be carried through, — 
objections or no objections. 

On April I'G the plans will bu re- 
moved from tlio assesHor'.s office, and 
a report will, bo submitted to the city 
council at the regular meeting on 
Aiirll 30. Once they liavo been ap- 
pi-oved by tho mayor and aldermen, 
work will bo immediately undertaken, 
and puslicd to completion with all 
posslblo speed. 

The Improvement of Rcckland ave- 
nue is by I'ar the largest and most im- 
portant undertaking of the two in 
•(lueslion. According to the iilaiis it 
is pro|K)sed to regrade and iiuK.'adainlse ' 
tho roadway fr(an Moss str.'et to Oali; 
liiiy avenue, and also to carry out: 
many oth(.'r Improveuienls. 'J'lie street I 
is iit ijrescnt very narrow in places, j 
and lielng for some dlst.-iiice less tlianj 
thirty IVet in width. Whore this is 
tile ca.';(> it will bo widened to a uni- 
form breadth of forty. Whether this 
u ill lu cessltato any expropriation is 
not yet certain, as tho street lines are 
not dofinitely known, and tho engi- 
neers are not quite sure whether tho 
fonces which have been built by sev- 
eral of tho residents on tho street, 
really encroach upon the road way, or 
whether the thoroughfare is really as 
narrow as It appears. It Is thought 
tli.it the fences do encroach and that 
.H(j far as this is concerned no expro- 
tiriation will be necesstiry. Several 
small pieces of property will, howcV(M', 
have to lie acriuircd li.\- the city for 
tlie ])iirpose of rouiullng off sharp 
corners. 

The street will bo provided with a 
cement sidewalk on one side and a 
boulevard on tlie otiier, those leaving 
a roadway of twenty six fe(.-t in width. 
TliLs road way will be iiiacadamisod, 
and tho residents of the district hav- 
ing made frequent cqmplalnts as to 
tho dust with vvhich. th^V are smoth- 
ered during the summer, it will bo 
treated with a tar surface dressing, 
which will havo tho effect of doing 
away with this nuisance. 

When tho work is completod, Rock- 
land aveniK? will be one of the finest 
tlioroughfar(?s in the residential iiart 
of the city. It is tlu; inlention of the 
city in undertaking the work to make 
tills stnjet one. of the show streets of 
VIctoriti. 

'J"he total cost of- the undertaking 
will be $:;,S,000 of \s-liicli .'fO.fKiO will bej 
home by the city, iiiid the reiii.'iinder 
by the property owm.'rs iiitere.-ited, -11 
in all. The interest and sinking fund 
on the luaii will be repaid in ten 
years, the anhual payments being $2,- 
368. 

On Richardson street the Improve- 
metnts proposed are not so exten'sivo. 
Here It Is merely planned to carry 
tho street through from Its present 
torniinus below the governiiu.-nt house 
to St. Charles street, and to regrade 
;ind maoadanilse the whole thorough- 
f.ire Iroiii :\loss to St. Charles. That 
p:irt of the .--treet which is now in ex- 
isleuce is ill very had condition and 
\s-ill ha\-e to be thoroughly re),'raded, 
while that juirt wlilcli it is proixised 
tto coiistriicl offers c(.insl(leral)le dif- 
ficulties in the way of rocks and oth- 
er (distriicti(uis. 'I'lie undertaking will 
consiMiuently be exiienslvo. 

Tile total cost, it Is calculated, will 
Ik- .$u,rdi7 of which $2,169 will be 
borne by tho city. As in the case of 
tho Rockland avenue improvement the 
loan raised for the purpose will be 
paid off in ten years, the annual In- 
stalments for tho interest nnd sink- 
ing fund being 802. Klghteen prop- 
erty owners are interested. In this 
instance no expropriation will be 
necessary.

Bryro with a delicacy, 
and at the same time, an unmistak- 
able plainness that drew forth a burst 
of thundorou.s applause. . To cap the 
climax, the lieutcnant-governoj, .when 
ihi.-. had ."ubiiided, ■nalvolJi''"'mmafked 
that It was very fortunate to have the 
ambasaador present, ,at an. occasion 
when, be.' could'; so' well juflko Cahaaian 
senthnent; Me aj^o wittily referred to 
Jifr. <tfry'ce;s...rerii&Fk ' that . Sjvltzerland 
\vi^'.''S«uees!QlI''"tiyHpd\verful neighbors 
and more than hinted that Switzer- 
land's was not the only case. Judging 
from the remarks of members on

Lessons from Switzerland. 
"Some los.sons in ?iIodc-rn Demo- 
cracy as It Is in Switzerltuid," was 
the toi)lc cho.'-:on by Jlr. liryce, who 
."poke in a firm, clear voice. He re- 
c.illed Willi ])loasur.; the vi.ilt to the 
dull three years a.c;o in the .'-nmo hall. 
Ill those tliree years Canada iiart gone 
on to i)rosper. There had been a re- 
cord of material prosperity as great 
as is good for any iieople, lint at the 
same time, solid and sectire. lie sjioke 
of the energy and spirit which char- 
acterize Canadian, progress, and said 
that his subject should Interest Cana- 
dians as members of a young democ- 
racy. He understood that the club 
ho was addressing represented no 
party; Its members reverencing the 
higher welfare of their common coun- 
try and subordinating party opinion 
to that welfare. This should rise 
above the considerations of party pas- 
sion. 

.•\.-! young Canadians. his hearers 
doubtless desired a liappy, as well as 
prosperous countr.v; digiiilied and 
pure in its public life; putting the 
Interests of the iienple first, letting 
no privat.e interests of any iierson or 
class stand In the way of the inter- 
ests of the many. (Api)laii.?o). 
,, Perfect Soolal Equality. 

"You've got perfect social cciuallty," 
declared the speaker. "There is noth- 
ing to prevent men of humble origin 
rising to the highest positions. You 
have tiie voice of the pooi)lo abso- 
lutely supreme. Having got the com- 
plele.st democracy ynu ileslre. nll that 
remains is to make the government 
of the people as worlh.v, ;is jmre, as 
dignified as it ought to be. It is not 
luif.air to me:'-sure tiie cunseicnce of 
a nation by tiie purity of il.s reprc.'ien- 
tatlvoK." 

Mr. I2ryce tlioiiglil lliat tlie study 
of otiier systems would tie of help t(j 
any nation. Switzerland, he said, re|i- 
resented Ihe ln-st form of iiopuiar 
government tlie world liad i-vrr seen. 
Thougli snialli'r tlian oil" of I'anaiia's 
provinces, Switzerland had ;;ome in- 
teresting . points of similarity. It con- 
sisted; for Instancd, of more than one 
race — three races, speaking three lan- 
guages, presenting thoroforc an even 
greater problem than Canada, with. Us 
two. It is also a country of two re- 
ligions, but Ihe religious strife be- 
tween Protestants and Catholics has 
now happily subsided.

■"rih> .Swiss," said Mr. lir\-ce, "lias 
till! ail\-anta,i;r of coniparatlve \>n\-- 
m-ty." Certainly the averaKe Swiss 
was better cjff lliau the a\era.S'e Ital- 
ian or Irishman, but there are f^'W 
great forlnnes. Only a few of the 
greater manufacturers arc really rich. 
If a ni in wanted lo bribe a govern- 
ment, tlierefore, ho would be unable 
to offer sufficient Inducement. 
(I>aughtcr). More than that, the In- 
i( i rsts at stnke are not large unt'ugli 
lo warrant It.

Mr. Bryce was given a hearty vote

The Chairman's Remarks. 



Chairman Jay in replying to the 
pleas of the delegation stated tliat 
their chances for receiving an advance 
would,; have been much better had 
they-. submitted their petition l.n'fore 
the :cs'timatos had been passed. The 
coiiiicll, ho statisa. had lots of chan- 
nels .through whlch'to dispose of Us 
revenue, and . did- npt Virish to spend 
more than was absolutely; neoessurv 
on the schools. ITd;' srffegestiqd that 
it would have been belter if the teach- 
ers had advanced some iirojiosed scale 
of wage increase. lie continued: 

"We should like to know the position 
of the board of tins matter. You 
.state that you do nol wish to havi- a 
general per cent, raise. l am 

afraid that the pelitlon eonve.\e(l the 
i<lea that that was what -you 'wished, 
if it. is not the ease we should like to 
have known wliat you do wish. The 
question is a conii)licalod one. There 
is the problem of how to deal with 
the new teachers; they could not be 
increased at the same rate as the 
older ones; The whole matter is coni-

some suggestion from the' committee 
a.=i to a systematic scale 'of wage

M:r. T;iit and Mr. Dean stated that 
the Teaelier.s\ institute Iiad thought 
that it hardly behooved it to make 
recommendations to' the board, and 
that the initiative should be left to 
the trustees. 

In Support. 

Trustees Huggett, Mrs. Jenkins and 
McKcown all spoke strongly favoring 
the raising of the salaries. Mr.--, 
.lenkins in partieulai' stated that she 
was in favor of maintaining "the dig- 
nity of the iirofession. 

"In all businesses," she said, "when 
a man does work recpiiring care and 
skill he is paid in proportion. I cor- 
lainly tiiink tiiat our teaclier.^ who 
have till! care of our most precious 
Jewels— the children— ought to be paid 
at Joast .-is well as skilled workmen." 

The leachi-rs liaving departed Ihe 
board got down lo the regular m-der 
of business. 

Jlrs. .lenkins for the finrmee ^-oni- 
mittee r(;eoninionded the payment of 
accounts I'.ir the past month lo the 
extent of $S9L The accounts were 
ordered paid. 

. Mr.s. Jenkins called attention i.i the

He defhiilely 
slated several times tlial he believes 
tliere Is "cramming" In thp school, and 
that such work Is calculated to In the 
end prove ln.iurlous, both to tho minds 
and bodies of tho pupils. 

rnisloe Ilu.ggelt wlsln-d lo have ;i 
j coinmlttee composed of Principal Paul 

, and 

principals of the publie schools, to- 
getln-r with .Siiperiiitendeiits Eaton 
and Itobinson. appointed for the pur- 
posi' of conducting an iiivesligation 
into tlie work of the class. Khould 
the committee decide in favor of tlio 
cla.sa, ho Is, he fjaya. quite wllilng to 
drop the question and let matters 
stand as they now are. 

AVliile diseussliig tlie matter 'I'rusti'.r 
Huggett stated that there were in the 
Sub-High School class at the presi-nt 
time 5-1 pupils, and that for Ihijse 
pu!ills tliere a.-o three teachers. 

This immediately raised -.i protest 
from Ti-ustee l.ewls. "What — tlire.> 
teachers to luipils?" said he. "Why, 
that's far too many teachers. There 
ouglit lo be soino deeapilating there." 
Trustee ]l,ew-|s deiiuinded an explana- 
tion from Supe.intendent I'jaton. who 
explained that cwn were the thriv> 
teachers not employed In the Sub- 
High .School class, an addition to the 
staff of the High School Used' would 
become necessary. Jlr. i'jaton stated 
llie Sub-lligli School clahs was divided 
into two. and llial to each of these 
one teacher was allotted. The teacher 
who happened to be left free w-as re- 
fiuoted to devote his or her time, as 
tlio case niight bo, to tho w-ork of the 
Hlgli School. Superintendent i^aton, 
having once got started, went very 
thoroughly into the w-orkliigs of tln^ 
Sub-High School class, answerln.g sev- 
eral of the contentions wliicli had been 
brought against It by Trustee Huggett 
and others, and explulning several 
points on which the oplnl6n's of tho 
member-s of tho board appeared to bo 
somewhat ha'/.v. 

Trustee Hu.ggett, howev.-r. refused 
to lie eonvincoil of the beauties of llie 
Sub-High School class. Ho claimed 
that Superintendent I-^iton was en- 
deavoring to put the onus of the run- 
ning of the class on the prlneipa.s of 
the s(-Iioo1k. whom he alleged were for 
the most part unfavorable to the i 
scheme. He pi-rsisled in his di-mands 
for an in vest igatiim. He st.ated that 
Suiierlntendenl Aigue ot Vancouver 
and I'rinelpal Burns of the Normal 
School have liotli expressed them- 
selves as being opposed to the plan. 

Mrs. Jenkins was inclined -to favor 
tlu! class.

Trustee MoKeown and Trustee Rid- 
ded both stated that they had made 
some inquiries an'd found the parents

"Yes," rr-toited Trustee lluggell, 
bitterly, "just let the )iareiits think 
that Ihi.-ir cliildri-n are being pr.nni)le,l 
and they'll be pleased enough." Tin; 
trust. -e claimed llial many children 
had left ilio schools on ace. unit of the- 
eramniing.

Sliould tho 
council refuse to sanction the extra cx- 
pendlluro. the onus of tho bUime would 
In- r.-nioved. from the shoulders of the 
board, while w.<re 111.' extra mone.v 
granted it would enable llu' board to 
do ^vhat the teachers wished. 

Trustee Huggctt's motion was sec- 
onded by Mrs. .Tenklns. Trustee T^ewls 
protesteil strongly against aii.v further 
raise of salary. 'J'lio salaries since last 
summer liad been raised by SH.OOO, ■)(> 
teaeliiM-s being bonellted. iMeehanlc.s 
and worklngmen had lived and w.^e 
living In-thlB city on $6.0 a month ami 
wiM-o supporting a family at that. Jie 
sinike bitterly of the Ingra.t itude of tho 
teachers who had gralefullj- accepted 
the increases granted at the beginning 
of the year and had then asked f.or 
more. As an umendmcnt to Trustee' 
Huggett's motion ho moved tliat the I 
teachers bo jlnfoi'metl ; that It; was not,! 
Ill the opinion of 'the hoard! wise to 
submit a .'Uippleinentary estimate, but 
that tile, board would, nt what It con- 
sidered a proper time, thoroughly re- 
vise and remodel the salary list. 

"I hate to do this," said Ti-u.steo 
Lewis, as ho mailo ills aiiibndmcnt,

TliLMi suddenly, Just as the ehairman 
was about to put the (Uiestion to the;

PROGRESS AT EDMONTON. 

Kdmonton, April •!. — JlcKenx.le Is tlie 
name that has been given to ib^, new 
mining town that is to be built in tli.' 
Morlnvillo coalfields. It is situateil 22 
miles north from Edmonton, and about 
live miles from Morlnvillo on a branch 
lino of the Canadian Northern rail- 
way recently built into the coaliields. 
McKenzle is located in tho heart, of the 
coal mining district, and has triliutary 
to it some of the richest farming lands 
In the iiroviiice, already thUdily set- 
tled. One colli lulne is alread.v in op- 
eration, employing 100 men and ship- 
ping (iOO tons of coal per day. 'J'lie 
output of this mine l.s to bo largely 
increased, and 300 men will bo em- 
ployed In the near future. The Can- 
adian Northern railway procure tlu ir 
suppl.v of coal for their locomotives 
from this mine.

Nnw Route Chosen tor Line's En-^ 
trance to City. 

Kealllo, April 0.— When tlic Seattlo 
sidiool board l;ist niglit agi^eed to dis- 
pose of Its JIaple school, at Van Asselt, 
a recently annexed southern suburb, 
to the Oregon & Washington railroad, 
there was disclosed the fact that tho 
Ilarrlman line Into Seattlo is to bo 
built on an entirely new route.

Paget Sound lines 
it till! eoui'se had been laid along the 
west side of the rlv.al roads. Tho 
change of route of the Ilarrlman line 
will necessitate a great amount, of 
heavy grading of bluffs which aro now 
skirted by tho Hlll,,llnes^ and will ox- 
tend tho . period of construction some 
months, but as a. llxtiire it will com- 
pensate for the extra ilnie and expcnso 
in avoiding the grade crossings.
